1. Following the receipt of your letter (reference 2 ) the 
ad hoo committee discussed General Thomas’ proposal (reference 1) 
in general terms. As the result of this discussion the Air Force 
member was asked to apprise the ad hoc committee of the sorts of 
problems that the General had in mind that led to his proposal. 

In effeot, at least some members of the committee were not clear 
as the specific difficulties and could not proceed profitably 
in the absence of such information. 

2. The Air Force member agreed to brief the ad hoc commit- 
tee on this matter at its next meeting. Unfortunately, however, 
by reason of my sojourn in the hospital and recuperation there- 
after and by reason of the almost continuous absence of the Air 
Force member ‘on TDX in California a useful meeting of the ad hoo 
committee simply could not be held. At the same time of course, 
the individual members and their organizations have bean alert 

to the various questions raised by General Thomas so that progress 
in that sense has been possible.
